Matters pertaining to the demands 
of the American Society of Compos- 
ers, Authors and Publishers, are such 
as to preclude the possibility of giv- 
ing any further definite information at 
this time other than the following: 

Several firms of publishers have 
signified their intention to grant a 
waiver of any additional tax to that 
imposed by the initial cost of the 
music. Upon receipt of such waivers 
in the proper form, the Federation 
will be duly advised. 

Briefs have been filed in the appeal 
from the decision of the lower court 
by which the contentions of the So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers have been upheld. Pending the 
decision on the appeal, the Society is 
at present prosecuting its demands 
upon the hotels and cafes of New 
York City. 

The majority of such engagements 
are now being played by members of 
the Federation whose employers re- 
fuse to comply with the Society’s de- 
mands, and efficient service is being 
rendered by playing only such music 
on which the publishers have granted 
local waivers and music on which the 
copyright has expired. 

A circular issued by this office will 
be addressed to the Federation at the 
earliest possible date giving additional 
information for the guidance of the 
members on the subject.

MUSICIANS’ “OPEN SHOP.” 





The article by Mr. Ernest Woollett, 
in the September issue of the Inter- 
national Musician appeals to me as of 
much merit and the subject worthy of 
discussion and consideration. 

To explain my viewpoint (I as- 
sume Mr. Woollett writes as a strictly 
professional musician), I will state, 
though a charter member of my Lo- 
cal, I never was strictly professional 
and have not played engagements for 
ten years. 

My affiliation with the professional 
was more to satisfy an ambition than 
for profit, and having satisfied that 
ambition, I have retained my interest 
in music as an amateur, and my mem- 
bership in the Local more in the in- 
terest of the professionals, for it is 
now of no benefit to me. 

Since declining engagements I 
have, through my acquaintances and 
associations, been able to turn to the 
local members hundreds of dollars 
worth of business. 

Now, my viewpoint is as director 
of a strictly amateur non-competitive 
fraternity band, composed of business 
men—physicians, lawyers, dentists, 
etc, and as Mr. Woollett writes, 
“need certain instruments to help out 
when giving a concert to prevent 
making a poor showing in public.” 
No doubt there are many such or- 
ganizations, and it seems as if the A. 
F. of M. control would be better than 








A. F. of M. opposition. 


I notice the A. F. of M. Constitu- 
tion specifies “instrumental musicians 
are qualified to become members,” 
while my iocal by-laws specify “pro- 
fessional instrumental performers,” 
leaving no room for the amateur 
here. My Local has several times 
granted permission to engage its 
members, but not every time quite 
gracefully, even if kindly, and I can- 
not dispel the idea that it is helpful to 
the members to give them the money 
in preference to non-members, and 
that it is better I should retain my 
membership in the Local than be 
obliged to resign in order to main- 
tain my position in the band which 
is my greater interest, even if it does 
not pay. 

Naturally, individuals of such or- 
ganizaticns have no interest in the 
A. F. of M., and are quick to resent 
any action of a Local that interferes 
with their activities as an organiza- 
tion, whether justified from an A. F. 
of M. viewpoint or not. They do not 
understand the ‘A. F. of M. viewpoint 
and do not care enough about it to 
learn.

competition, but with the privilege of 
having such professional members 
who would care to join for their pleas- 
ure or profit, thereby harmonizing an 
element that is desirable and perhaps 
too easily antagonized to the detri- 
ment of A. F. of M. members.

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Veteran of Many Battles Was Bugler 
Fred Keller. 


An old resident of East New York, 
Fredesick Keller died on Sunday, 
morning, October 11, at his late resi- 
dence, 117 Conklin avenue, Canarsie, 
in his eighty-fifth year. Deceased was 
born in Mannheim, Germany, August 
23, 1829. He was educated in music 
and when a young man served in the 
Revolution of 1848, for the Republic 
against the Kingdom. He came to 
this country in 1852, and when in New 
York about a year, he enlisted in the 
regular army at Governor’s Island, 


under General Lee, in the Second 
Regiment Infantry Band, remaining 
there one year. He was then trans- 


ferred to Carlisle, Pa., and thence to 
Texas, where he served two years in 
the Frontier War against the Sioux 
Indians. He received his honorable 
discharge and settled in St. Louis, and 
at the outbreak of the Civil War, en- 
‘listed in the 15th Missouri Volunteers, 
as chief bugler, and served in many 
battles from 1861 until mustered out 
in 1866. 

At the close of the war he came to 
Brooklyn and settled in East New 
York, where he resided up to a 
week prior to his death. He organ- 
ized Keller’s Band, and played at 
many Grand Army Encampments 
throughout the country. He was a 
member of Local No. 310, A. F. of 

L. M. Hamilton Post No. 152 G. 
A. R. as musician and bugler, and also 
musician for John Eiseman Camp No. 
79 Sons of Veterans, and Rainbow 
Lodge I. O. O. F. Owing to his long 
residence in East New York and for 
the convenience of his many old-time 
friends and the Grand Army Post, 
funeral services were conducted at 
the Mortuary of Undertaker W. Geo. 
Klages, No. 14 Pennsylvania avenue, 
opposite his old home, of the G. A. R. 
headquarters, by the Rev. Paul Wei- 
nand, pastor of Wyona Street Ger- 
man Evangelical Church. The body 
was then conveyed to the National 
Cemetery under escort of L’ M. Ham- 
ilton Post No. 152, G. A. R., under the 
command of Comrade William Busch 
and McCullough’s military band, 
where services were held by the Post. 

Mr. Keller was a musician of ability 
and played various instruments, his 
principal instruments being cornet and 
bass violin. He was a loving husband 
and father, beloved by all who knew 
him, being familiarly called “Fritz,” 
and his presence will be missed.

WAR WILL NOT HARM PANA- 
MA EXPOSITION. 





On September 24th Secretary of 
State William Jennings Bryan issued 
a formal announcement to the effect 
that no foreign country had with- 
drawn from its participation in the 


Panama-Pacific International Expo- 
sition. 
Since Mr. Bryan’s announcement 


many large consignments of costly 
exhibits from Europe and other coun- 
tries have reached San Francisco and 
a number of chartered steamers will 





soon leave with great loads of ex- 
hibits for this city. 

A summary of the present status of 
the Exposition discloses that many 
European nations, associations of ex- 
hibitors, and individual exhibitors will 
be represented at the Exposition that 


. ° : | 
there will be many important entries 


from Europe in the various events. 

Several of the European nations 
have increased their funds for partici- 
pation since the outbreak of the war; 
others have ‘made appropriations con- 
templated but not ratified before the 
commencement of the conflict. 

During the week ending October 11, 
the first shipment of exhibits reached 
San Francisco from Holland. These 
comprised five carloads of rare bulbs 
and plants gathered by the govern- 
ment commission in each of the 
provinces of the Netherlands. Ship- 
ments of exhibits during the week 
were received from Luxemburg, from 
Ireland and from France. A large 
consignment of exhibits from London 
was installed in the Palace of Mines. 
Five carloads of social economy ex- 
hibits, including wax and glass models 
illustrating hygienic improvements in 
factories and made under the super- 
vision of the celebrated Dr. Philip 
Rauer, of Stuttgart, have reached the 
city. More than five hundred tons of 
exhibits and materials for the Japan- 
ese displays and pavilions are leaving 
Japan in two shipments, one of which 
is scheduled to arrive within a few 
days. 

In the vast section devoted to the 
pavilions of the nations and the build- 
ings of the American States, a large 
number of the huge edifices are fin- 
ished and others are rapidly nearing 
completion. 





During the second week in October 
the construction force engaged on 
the handsome Australian pavilion 
was doubled. 

The beautiful pavilions of Sweden, 
Bolivia, the Philippine Islands and 
Cuba are from 85 to 98 per cent com- 
pleted. The Honduras pavilion is 
finished. The huge Canadian pavilion, 
a classic structure, to be filled wholly 
with Canadian displays and moving 
picture halls, is finished except the 
removal of the scaffolding. The sec- 
ond consignment of Canadian ex- 
hibits has reached San Francisco. 

The German Kali Syndicate Build- 
ing, constructed in part by the Ger- 
man Government, is more than half 
finished and will be rushed to com- 
pletion. The Exposition headquarters 
in Berlin, established by important 
German industries, received applica- 
tions for exhibit space from leading 
German firms two months after the 
outbreak of the war. 

Since war was declared, Italy has 
formally ratified the appropriation of 
$400,000 for the Italian national dis- 
play, which has heen passed by both 
branches of the Italian legislative 
body, but not signed prior to the out- 
break of hostilities. Construction on 
the Italian pavilion, which in reality 
is a section of a typical Italian city, 
and comprises seven different struc- 
tures, is more than fifteen per cent 
completed. Spain has made an ini- 
tial appropriation of $100,000 for its 
participation and in addition to the 
Spanish government display there will 
be a large individual exhibit made by 
manufacturers.

brought official notice of Norway’s 
determination to carry through its 
plan for participation regardless of 
the state of war. The liberal sum ap- 
propriated by the Norwegian Storth- 
ing for Norway’s participation has 
been supplemented within the past 
few weeks by an adequate fund raised 
by the Norwegian-American societies 
of the United States. 

France sent word within a few 
weeks after the declaration of war 
that there would be no change in her 
plans and entries were received from 
France in the live stock, horticultural 
and other departments during the lat- 
ter part of September and _ subse- 
quently. 

The Swedish pavilion is completed. 
The Danish participation remains un- 
affected with a part of the Danish ex- 
hibits now on the way to the Expo- 
sition, 

The pavilion of the Ottoman Em- 
pire, architecturally a reproduction of 
a famous Turkish mosque, is nearing 
completion. The Turkish exhibit will 
be the most interesting and beautiful 
ever sent to any world’s exposition 
from that country. Among other ex- 
hibits will be one hundred Arabian 
horses and Angora goats and blooded 
sheep. The Persian exhibit has al- 
ready been assembled at Teheran and 
is now awaiting shipment to the Ex- 
position. Included in the exhibit is a 
priceless collection of rugs. Food 
products, tobacco, and the fine fabrics 
which are produced here in a perfec- 
tion not known elsewhere, will also 
be shown. Vehan Cardashian, Im- 
perial Ottoman Adjutant High Com- 
missioner and Executive Director to 
the Exposition, recently arrived in 
San Francisco, and will remain until 
exhibits arrive, when he will person- 
ally supervise their assembling. Mr. 
Cardashian gives assurance that his 
best hopes have been realized in the 
material to come to the Exposition. 
Representatives of British erhibit- 
ors arrived in San Francisco as early 
as August to inaugurate the plans for 
presenting their exhibits and subse- 
quent shipments of exhibits have 
reached San Francisco. 

The Chinese pavilion, as well as 
Japan, is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. In September, 148 tons of 
material were landed from China for 
the erection of the temple within the 
great walls already erected. The pa- 
vilion represents an expenditure of 
$300,000 of the $750,000 appropriated 
by the government for participation 
in the Exposition. In each of the ex- 
hibit palaces China will also be repre- 
sented. . 

From Central and South America 
will be shown in the Palace of Horti- 
culture orchids in great variety of 
color and form. From Hawaii are 
coming tree ferns and banana plants. 
France and England are sending rare 
varieties of hot house plants and Japan 
will add to the horticultural display in 
the palace a collection of lillies. 
Never before in all exposition his- 
tory have the nations of South Amer- 
ica taken the same interest or partici- 
pated in any exposition upon the ex- 
tensive scale here shown. The Ar- 
gentine, with its appropriation of 
$1,300,000, establishes a record. 

The New England pavilion is 25 
per cent finished. Like Australia, 
New Zealand is preparing to present 
a splendid exhibit at the Exposition. 
The Siamese exhibit promises to 
be unusually interesting and will con- 
sist largely of a demonstration of the 
artistic development of the people. 
Among other interesting features will 
be moving pictures showing the life 
of the Siamese people. The national 
pavilion, which will be built by native 
workmen imported from Siam, will 
be a duplicate of one of, the famous 
government palaces. The curious 
and artistic architecture will lend a 
unique attraction to the Siamese pa- 
vilion. 

Philip J. Ketner, Trade and Indus- 
trial Commissioner of the Dutch 
East Indies government, reached the 
United States recently from Japan, 
and announced that a special char- 
tered steamer will arrive in San Fran- 
cisco about the first of December 
with a special exhibit of the Dutch 
East Indies, part of which is now 
being shown in Samorang. Largely 




























very prosperous and are planning to 
join the mother country in making a 
unique and effective exhibit at San 
Francisco. 

The Cochin and Indo China ex- 
hibits will consist largely of the min- 
ing resources. Strange tribes from 
these and other oriental lands will 
send delegates to participate in a bril- 
liant pageant formed by the people of 
all the lands within the wide sv-eep 
of the Pacific ocean, to be held aext 
October. 

The Grand Duchy of Luxeinburg, 
despite the war, has prepared and 
shipped a marvelous exhibit of un- 
named roses to compete for the $1,000 
prize offered for the most perfect va- 
riety of rose originated for and ex- 
hibited at the Exposition. 

The gathering of exhibits from 
Peru, Portugal, Salvador, Uruguay, 
Brazil, Costa Rica, Guatemala, Do- 
minican Republic, Panama and Nica- 
raugua, is proceeding rapidly and 
there is no doubt that these displays 
will come up to every expectation.

“Men, women and children are dying 
of starvation in Chicago every day.” 

This declaration came from an 
official of the United Charities as he 
glanced over a letter from a Chicago 
“Good Fellow.” The writer of the 
letter had inclosed a clipping telling 
of the death of an old man on the 
river docks, found starving, only to 
die as an ambulance arrived. 

“This is not an unusual case,” the 
speaker continued. “This death at- 
tracted attention because of a police 
surgeon’s diagnosis.” But we have 
no figures which show the number of 
those who die as the victims of un- 
derfeeding, which makes them prey 
to diseases that normal persons es- 
cape. The true diagnosis, too, in not 
a few of the city’s suicide cases would 
be starvation—just plain starvation.” 
The above appeared in the Chicago 
Tribune Oct. 6th. What a terrible 
indictment of the present system of 
government. Here we have a country 
teeming with wealth, capable of sup- 
porting ten times the present popula- 
tion and yet we have “men, women 
and children dying of starvation every 
day.” 

We are not at war (except in Colo- 
rado). The sun shines and the rain 
falls about as usual, enabling us to 
harvest one of the greatest crops on 
record, and we read that hundreds of 
thousands of willing workers are on 
the verge of starvation. Why do we 
allow this state of affairs to continue? 
We have the ballot and with it the 
power to change these conditions 
whenever we will. It is only a matter 
of electing men who are pledged to 
bring about public ownership instead 
of private ownership of the means of 
producing wealth. All wealth is pro- 
duced by labor applied to the natural 
resources, such as land, water, etc. 
We have an almost unlimited supply 
of labor. Bring both together and we 
could produce an almost unlimited 
supply of wealth. Then all we would 
need is a plan of equitable distribu- 
tion. Surely we have men brainy 
enough to evolve such a plan. 
Edison says that with everybody 
working at productive labor it should 
not be necessary to work more than 
three hours a day to produce enough 
to supply everybody with all the nec- 
essaries of life. 
What a fine old world this would 
be if we could abolish poverty and 
the fear of poverty. If every man 
could be sure of a job and receive the 
full social value of his labor, with 
time for study, rest and recreation! 
Why not have it so?

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CLASSIFYING INSTRUMENTALISTS. 





Way back in the early 80’s of the 19th century, when 
the first spasmodic symptoms of the musicians of the 
country getting together here and there were made mani- 
fest, the first obstacle encountered was the reluctance of 
the “artist” joining with his less gifted brother, in an 
effort to benefit both through organization. 

The “artist” was horrified at the thought of meeting 
the ordinary musician in an organization on an equal 
footing. It is proper to state right here that it was very 
rarely indeed that the real artist was imbued with any 
such ideas; it was, asa rule, the self-styled, or, we might 
say, the self-confessed artist, whose gray matter was 
spread over with that kind of a film. Something like the 
gang that met in Kansas City, Mo., in May, 1897, headed 
by a Tammany politician from New York, assisted by a 
mechanical engineer from Pittsburgh, Pa., who admitted, 
under oath, that he had not played a professional engage- 
ment in the previous five years; a choir singer, also from 
Pittsburgh, a tobacconist from Philadelphia, a seed mer- 
chant from Louisville, Ky., a candy puller from Toledo, 
an insurance agent from Omaha, Neb., and some others, 
altogether constituted themselves as representing the 
artists of the country, utterly opposed to in any way con- 
taminating their artistic guild by affiliating with com- 
mon workingmen. These self-styled artists asserted all 
musicians oposed to them were itinerants, street musi- 
cians and labor fakirs. Among such were were artists 
such as H. S. Beissenherz, C. M. Currier, Chas. F. Hahn, 
Frank Gecks, Jos. N. Weber, and a host of others, all 
legitimate musicians, earning a living as such. Such 
self-labeled artists were in the movement and had to be 
dealt with. He invariably refused to affiliate with his 
fellow musician on the ground that he could take care of 
himself and did not need the protection of an organiza- 
tion. He was encouraged in this view by the employer 
of (dare we use the term) musical labor, who realized 
that if the musicians ever got together it would mean 
better remuneration and conditions for them, and less 
profit for him. 

In the formative period of these organizations, what 
are now known as “open shop” rules prevailed, and union 
and non-union musicians worked side by side. It did 
not take long for the union musicians to discover that 
this kind of a system meant anything but progress; so 
eventually, the non-union musicians were notified that on 
and after a certain date the “open shop” would be dis- 
continued, and it would be either all “open” or “closed 
shop” after that date. 

This was simply awful, but the artist suddenly dis- 
covered that the mediocre musicians could manage to 
scramble along without him, but he could not get along 
alone without them. They were a good many parts of 
a machine, just as necessary for the whole as he was, so 
he had to swallow some of his self-inflated artistic pride 
and submit to being addressed as “brother” in the meet- 
ings which he rarely attended, and as “Dear Sir and 
Brother,” in official communications. 

After progressing so far as to work, or rather, play, 
together, and get in the habit of addressing each other 
as “brother,” it would, in the course of human events, 
enter into the cranium of some brother and penetrate his 
think-pan, that it was not a very brotherly act for Brother 
Smith to take a job from right under his nose, because 
Brother Smith agreed to take the job for less money. 
Brother Smith justified his action on the ground that 
that was “business.” To stop such peculiar show of 
brotherly love, some brother would suggest the advis- 
ability of adopting an agreed charge for musical labor— 
in other words, a price list, or schedule of prices, if that 
sounds better. Now, here comes the “winter of our dis- 
content.” 

In the ancient times of the last century the musicians’ 
unions wrestled with this question in every possible 
phase it could be presented, and a good many of them 
are not through yet. The wise ones adopted the plan of 
the minimum and made that minimum the highest pre- 
vailing price previous to the formation of the union. 
This plan raised the price of nearly all and lowered none. 

This policy brought on a storm of protest. The artist 
was indignat because he was placed on a level with what 
he called the ordinary musician. His price was not low- 
ered, but he could not bear to see his fellow man’s con- 
dition bettered. His hypocrisy and selfishness were so 
transparent that none heeded or respected his protests. 

The employer played double forte on the same string, 
but from an entirely different motive. 
tion to paying the artist the price—not at all—he was 
worth it, so he said—but he was outraged to have a de- 
mand made on him to pay the common, ordinary musi- 
cian as much as the artist. 

This was also the grossest hypocrisy, but backed by 
greed, not envy. Owing to the lack of organization on 
the part of musicians, the wages paid in many instances 
were actualy pitiful. The theatres were crowded with 
pupils of the leaders, playing for experience. The few 
musicians actually paid received scant remuneration— 
even the fellows that loved to pose as artists were play- 
ing for modern picture-show prices. 

The adoption of the minimum stopped all this in- 
justice and inequality, and wherever this is the rule, the 


He had no objec- 





the artist from getting more, if the manager is willing to 
look at it in that light, which he rarely does. 

Some of the musicians’ unions of that day, and there 
are still some following the same policy, tried classify- 
ing their membership. There were first, second and 
third class, with prices to correspond. Now the artist 
and the employer shouted in unision, “This is the ideal 
musicians’ union. Talent, merit, industry, application, 
etc., will now receive their reward.” Yes! But did it? 
Let us see. 

When the employer of music had occasion to need 
musicians, he consulted with a leader. The first and al- 
ways most important consideration is “cost.’ The leader 
says that so many first-class men, so much; so many 
second-class men, so much; and so many third-class men, 
so much; total, so much. The thrifty manager sees a 
good chance to save some of his only God, money. What 
does the manager do? The question answers itself. He 
will insist he can do very well with all or at least nearly 
all third-class men. Why? Because they save him 
money—money, by the beard of the Patriarchs and all 
the Prophets—money! The result: The second-class 
has to enter the third-class to get a job, and most of the 
first-class will in time land there too. Under such cir- 
cumstances the minimum plan is the only fair one. 


The adoption of the minimum does not prevent the 
proper recognition of talent. The minimum means that 
none shall receive less, but does not prevent men of 
higher ability receiving more, and they invariably do. 
There is not a symnhony orchestra in this country but 
what has many members who receive far above the mini- 
mum, and many of the theatre orchestras have members 
who receive above the minimum because they can com- 
mand it on account of their superior attainments. 


After all much the greater part of the music business 
is outside of the symnhony or theatre orchestras. Any 
attempt to classify this work would degrade it, because 
the emnloyer would always prefer the cheanest. 

Under the minimum system the first-class man has 
all the advantage. It is true he does not get any more 
on a job than a less able man, but he has the preference 
on all jobs. He gets many more engagements than his 
less talented brother. 


If you want better remuneration, raise the minimum, 
avoid division into classes. Such a system would be 
beneficial to the employer, but detrimental to the musi- 
cian from top to bottom.

VALIDITY OF LAW ACKNOWLEDGED. 








For some time Chief Walker, of the fire department of 
Portsmouth, Va., has been endeavoring to have the big 
band attached to the St. Helena naval reservation, as- 
signed to lead the grand parade of the Virginia State 
Firemen’s Association. After considerable correspond- 
ence with Secretary Daniels, of the Navy Department, 
he received a letter from the Secretary informing him that 
it will be impossible to have the band assigned. The 
Secretary said in the letter of declination: 


Navy Department, Washington, D. C., August 24, 1914. 
Mr. Wm. R. Walker, Chief, Fire Department, Portsmouth, Va.: 

Sir—Replying to your letter of the 12th instant, requesting 
that the naval band at the training station, St. Helena, be per- 
mitted to take part in the exercises to be held in connection 
with the coming annual convention of the Virginia State Fire- 
men’s Association, in Portsmouth, Va. 

The Department regrets to inform you that, as stated in its 
communication of the 12th instant, naval bands are prohibited 
by law from participating in celebrations outside of military 
reservations which are not of a military character, and, although 
the President of the Musicians’ Union at Norfolk may have no 
objection to the detail of this band, it has been the fixed policy 
to decline all requests of a similar nature, and the department 
must adhere to its former decision of the 12th instant, and 
reluctantly decline to comply with the request of your organiza- 
tion.

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APPLIED PATRIOTISM. 





To show what a cold-blooded proposition the frantic 
appeals of the English Government to the manhood of 
the Empire to enlist in its defense in its death-grapple 
with Germany, we append an extract from the Musicians’ 
Report and Journal, the official organ of the Musicians’ 
Union of England, which says: 


In the piping time of peace we have called attention times 
without number to the competition of army bands. We have 
obtained from the War Office certain restrictions which have 
read very prettily on paper, but which in actual practice have 
provided no remedy at all. 

When the war was declared we felt that what had not been 
possible in times of peace might be effected during the strenu- 
ous times of war. 

With posters on the wall, with appeals from platforms and 
by the Press to the manhood of the Empire, telling them “Your 
King and country need you,” it was felt that every available sol- 
dier would be called upon to do those duties for which the State 
pays them. 

But what do we find? Guardsmen fulfilling their duties not 
as soldiers—but as musicians in places of amusement, whilst’ 
civilians are walking about unemployed. 

In addition to the individuals, the bands of the various Guards 
have been playing in different parts of the country, not as re- 
cruiting bands, mark you, but fulfilling private engagements. 

“Your King and country need you,” forsooth! We have 
pointed out that the army bandsmen are occupving the places of 
civilian musicians, neglecting the duties for which they are paid, 
drawing army pay in addition to the musicians’ salary, while 
dozens of civilians are out of work and the War Secretary ap- 
pealing to every able-bodied man. And what, think you, is the 
replv—after many days of studious consideration: 

“There is nothing in your communication to show that there 
has been any infringement of the regulations under which mili- 
tary bands are permitted to accept engagements, and the Army 
Council thesefore see no reason to interfere in the matter.” 

It may be that the above is a long-delayed answer to a letter 
that may have been sent to the War Office in 1913, but in any 
case. such a reply does not fit the complaint in any way. This is 
the stereotyped reply we have had since we began writing the 
War Office in 1896. and we are of opinion that the present war 
ourht to have wakened up even the clerical staff of the War 
Office. 

But the point we as musicians have got to consider is: Does 
our King and country need soldiers when some 400 Guardsmen 
are allowed to accept musical encagements? Our Plymouth 
Branch has over 50 per cent of its members “called up.” And if 
the Admiralty behaves anvthing like the War Office it will see 
the civilian musicians going to do their dutv to their countrv 
while the Service musicians stop at home to fill their places. Bv 
a verv rouch-and-ready calculation we obtained a list of 50 
Guardsmen holding encagements in London places of amuse- 
ment. The disengaged lists of the civilian musicians are grow- 
ing dailv: Beloian and French musicians are coming over to trv 
and find emnlovment. and 50 encagements at least are heing 
occunied hv men who are being paid to defend the country wher 
she is at war. 

“Your King and country need you!” We venture to say that 
it is all bunkum while such things are allowed to exist at such 4 
time as this.

In the matter of protesting against the interference 
of the Marine Band with the business of civilian musi- 
cians sent to President Wilson by 1,350 labor and musi- 
cians’ unions, the following reply was received: 


Department of the Navy. Washington, September 8, 1914. 
Chicago Federation of Musicians. Chicago, Illinois: 

Gentlemen—The Department has to acknowledge the receipt, 
by reference from the President of the United States, of a copy 
of a resolution adopted by the Chicago Federation of Musicians, 
asking that an Executive Order be promulgated prohibiting the 
U. S. Marine Band from interfering with the professional en- 
gagements of civilian musicians, either in or out of the District 
of Columbia. 

Replying thereto, you are informed that the question of the 
acceptance of engagements by members of the U. S. Marine 
Band has, in the past, been given the most careful and ex- 
haustive consideration and investigation, and the Department has 
to state that the facts presented in the petition of the Chicago 
Federation of Musicians do not appear sufficient to warrant any 
change in the present policy as to the conduct of the Marine 
Band.

Give the American artists a chance, and 
they will surprise many who are now in the class of 
Doubting Thomases. 
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HOW TO END THE CRIME OF THE AGES. 





At a meeting of the Central Trades and Labor Union 
of St. Louis, Mo., a startling resolution was introduced 
and unanimously adopted, suggesting a method through 
which the kingly game of wholesale murder of human 
beings, who have comomon interests and no reason to 
hate each other, might be stopped. It is a drastic propo- 
sition, and will not meet with the approval of the “dol- 
lar hunters,” known as the “big interests.” The resolu- 
tion is appended for the information of our readers. The 
idea is worthy of thoughtful consideration: 


Preamble: After nearly two thousand years of Christianity, 
August Ist, 1914, ushered in the most appalling crime of all the 
ages, involving the five greatest Christian nations of Europe, 
containing a population of 380.000.000, in a war which makes the 
wars of Alexander, Caesar, Tamerlane, Attila and Napoleon in 
comparison mere skirmishes. 

Twenty millions of Christians, armed with the most perfect, 
scientific murder machines that the mind of man has ever con- 
ceived, are attempting to kill and maim as many of each other 
as possible. and destroy, and devastate with fire and sword each 
others’ territory. entailing dreadful suffering upon the old men, 
women and children, who are made the innocent victims of the 
ferocious barbarity of the soldiery drunk with the lust of blood. 

But few of these millions of men have any idea whatever why 
this awful tragedy was so suddenly precipitated upon them. 
all these countries the best manhood of each has been forced 
into the army. The horror of it all staggers the imagination. 

The United States is called the storehouse of the world. All 
of the beligerants are expecting to draw upon this storehouse 
to enable them to continue this murderous game. There is but 
one way to stop this awful holocaust. and that is to prevent 
these belligerants from drawing on this storehouse either for 
food. war or financial supplies: therefore. be it 

Resolved. by the Central. Trades and Labor Union of St. 
Louis and vicinity. That we call.upon the Government of the 
United States to enforce strict neutrality against all the nations 
of Europe that are now at war, or others that may become in- 
volved, by placing an embargo upon the exportation of all food- 
stuffs. war material or gold to such countries. and thus stop this 
wholesale slaughter of human beings by starving the war; and 
be it further 

Resolved, That to enforce such embargo, the Government 
should at once seize the packing plants. cold storage houses. the 
grain elevators, flour mills and means of transportation and 
communication. The adoption of. such a policy would not only 
do much to bring this war to an end, but it would protect the 
people of this country against the piracy of those interests. who. 
in spite of the fact that the United States has harvested the 
largest crop of cereals in its history. every grain of which was 
in the elevators.. barns or fields of this country when the 
European “brainstorm” developed. these interests immediately 
advanced the price of flour. also meat. sugar and other neces- 
sities. and the plan outlined above is justified to protect our own 
people against mercenary speculators. who are utterly indiffer- 
ent to human sufferne as long as they can accumulate dollars, 
no matter how: and be it further 

Resolved. That a copy of this resolution. with signature of 
the President and Secretary and seal attached. be forwarded to 
the President of the United States. the two United States Sena- 
tors representing Missouri. and to all the members of the House 
of Representatives from this State.

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Senator Tames A. Reed. of Missouri. made a persistent 
effort to have incorporated in the “Clayton Anti-Trust 
Bill.” “teeth.” as he explained it, that would bite.

Until vou 
can find a benificent murderer. or a Christian burelar, or a kind- 
hearted assassin. you will not find a good monopoly. Monopoly 
is born of greed: it is cradled in avarice: its soul is cupiditv. 
There never was a monopoly created in this world but that the 
man who created it did so in order that he micht take advantage 
of the necessities of his fellow man. Always and forever the 
vision before the eye of the monopolist is so to control a prime 
necessity of life that he may be able to compel the people to pav 
his price. His object is not to compete in the market. but to sell 
to hunerv mouths at the price hunger is willing to pay. 

Tt has been so from the first. The earliest monopoly of which 
we have record was in the land of Eevpt. There were seven fat 
vears. The world lauched with glorious harvests. The Vallev of 
the Nile was rich in fruitful crops. Vast fields of grain stretched 
awav like shoreless yellow seas. The king learned that there 
were to be seven years of famine. and so. at the cheap prices of 
the hour he gathered into vast granaries the immeasurable crons 
of corn.

“With a majority of its scenery still in the 
vars at the Louisville & Nashville depot, and 
an orchestra of but one piece at the matinee 
ind three at the night performance, the 
1ight Girl’ gave performances at 
Lyric Theatre Saturday. 

“The distressing circumstances under which 
the perforamnce was given resulted, it is 
claimed, from a dispute between the manage- 
nent of the Lyric Theatre and the Local 
yranch of the International Alliance of Stage 
Employes. 

“The show carries four union stage hands, 
wo electricians, a carpenter and property 
nan, arrived in the city Saturday afternoon 
from Montgomery. The four union men were 
immediately given notice by an official of the 
local union not to go to work. They re- 
mained away from the theatre. 

“Since the first of the season a non-union 
orchestra has furnished the music at the thea- 
tre. ‘The Midnight Girl’ carried three mu- 
sicians, but two were left in Montgomery. 
[he director and piano player who arrived 
here was asked by the local men not to play 
with non-union musicians. Only the piano 
player occupied the pit at the matinee. The 
other musicians arrived later in the day and 
played at the night performance. 
“The walking out of the regular stage 
hands of ‘The Midnight Girl’ caused the com- 
pany considerable trouble. Only one set of 
scenery was used in the three acts. 

“The business manager of Local No. 142, 
of Mobile, stated that the dispute between 
the union and the theatre management was 
created by the management refusing to grant 
them a contract similar to the one of previous 
years. 
“Mr. H. C. Fourton, manager of the Lyric 
Theatre, denied there had been any trouble 
with theatre employes. He stated that since 
the opening of the season he had retained the 
same stage crew. It is made up of non- 
union men, he said. In regard to the dispute 
with the union, he said that before the Lyric 
opened the season he and the union men had 
been unable to reach an agreement and that 
he had secured a non-union stage crew.”

AUXILLIARY INSTRUMENTS 
FOR THE AMBITIOUS 
DRUMMER. 


By E. J. Exter. 

Upon the drummer of an orchestra 
or band devolves the duty of empha- 
sizing the rythm. He is an indispens- 
able member of every musical organ- 
ization—a sort of metronome whose 
beats all must heed. ‘ 

During recent years the scope of 
the modern drummer has vastly 
broadened, and, from a mere tempo 
beater, he who has*kept abreast of the 
times and seized’ his opportunities, 
has evolved into an artist of the high- 
est order—by far ‘the most versatile, | 
frequently the highest paid and cer- 
tainly the most deserving member of 
his organization. 

To meet the demands of modern 
orchestrations many effects entirely 
foreign to the earlier forms of music 
are required. The proper production 
of these gives to the music that snap, 
brilliancy and eclat without which it 
often borders on the verge of mo- 
notony. 

To provide these varying effects 
has fallen to the lot of the man who 
plays the drums. 

In addition to providing himself 
with snare and bass drums, bells and 
the small traps required for momen- 
tary effects, the wide-awake orchestra 
drummer is ever on the alert to meet 
the demand. of the public for variety. 
The adoption of auxiliaries of greater 
musical range and scope are the un- 
deniable evidences of ambition and 
progress. Such instruments, if the 
choice is a wise one, at once elevate 
the drummer to the position of soloist. 
They are the opportunity constantly 
knocking at his door. 


are fitted with violin strings. 





The ambitious, up-to-the-minute 
drummer, who appreciates the im- 
portance of his work, holds a place 
that is not only unasailable but it is 
upon him primarily that the success of 
an organization depends for the ap- 
plause that puts the players “en rap- 
port.” Uppermost in the mind of 
every live drummer, therefore is this 
question: With what auxiliaries can 
I advance fastest? 

Perhaps the best known and most 
popular of all auxiliaries is the xylo- 
phone. The brilliant, snappy, staccato 
tone of this instrument has an exhil- 
arating quality that is undeniable. 
When used in dance work the effect 
upon patrons is at once apparent. It 
injects life and animation into the 
music. It lends a dash and finish that 
is sadly wanting where such an in- 
strument is not in use. The tone of a 
good xylophone is crisp and clear— 
of a quality that lends itself ideally 
to use in park concerts, open-air pa- 
vilions, etc., as well as to ordinary 
business requirements. A_ trained 
musician can with very little practice 
play solos acceptably. In the hands 
of a proficient performer its possi- 
bilities are unlimited. 

An instrument that deserves uni- 
versal attention and that is fast com- 
ing into its own is the steel marimba- 
phone. It has numerous character- 
istics that instantly endear it to playe1 
and audience alike. 

It is a combination of two in one. 
Is played with both bows and mallets. 
The former method affords a delight- 
ful diversion. When mallets are 
used the tone is so similar to that of 
the Italian harp as to be almost indis- 
tinguishable from same. Unlike the 
harp, however, it is easy to carry, is 
always in perfect tune, is practically 
indestructible, is in no way affected 
by atmospheric conditions, and best 
of all, it requires no special training. 

The marimbaphone is perhaps the 
easiest of all percussion instruments 
to play. A slow tremolo produces a 
long, sustained, singing tone, in which 
the percussions of the mallets are not 
perceptible. It is a favorite for solo 
playing and lends itself with charm- 
ing effect to the rendition of waltz 
solos in dance work. Because of its 
tonal resemblance to the harp, it, hike 
the latter instrument, is ideal for vocal 
accompaniments. 

It is possible with the marimba- 
phone to go much lower in the scale 
than with the xylophone. Even an 
ordinary two and one-half octave in- 
strument runs as low as the second 
G in the bass section of an ordinary 
88-note piano scale, while a xylophone 
of the same range usually begins at 
middle C. 

The marimbaphone tone is power- 
fully vibrant and furnishes a splendid 
foundation for the treble instruments 
of an orchestra to build on. Its cost, 
considering its versatility and ser- 
viceability, is exceedingly moderate. 





MORE MACHINE MUSIC. 


Anton Keller, a German lawyer and 
inventor, who resides in West New 
York, N. J., has invented and patented 
a unique instrument, which closely 
resembles an upright piano in appear- 
ance, and which is capable of produc- 
ing violin, ’cello, and bass tones, but 
no piano tone. The instrument is 
equipped with piano keys and pedals 
and is fitted with a double row of 
bores in the interior. These boxes 
are made of sounding-board wood and 
This 
unique instrument can be played 
either by hand in the ordinary way of 
playing the piano, or with the pedals, 
like a player-piano, and the inventor 
claims for it that it will produce per- 
fect tones of violin, ’cello and bass. 

Mr. Keller, who is a successful in- 
ventor, having produced embroidery- 
making machines that enabled him to 
retire from active business life a few 
years ago, stated that he had not fully 
decided on a name for his new instru- 
ment, but would likely call it a Violin 
Piano Orchestra. In addition to the 
violin, ’cello and bass tones which it 
gives forth, this instrument will also 
produce mandolin effects. 

In company with John Fink, Mr. 
Keller is now engaged in the promo- 
tion of a stock company to manufac- 
ture these instruments. It is proposed 
to organize a stock company under 
the laws of the State of New Jersey,
